Hitler’s Mechanized Divisions Seek To 
Drive Wedge Between French And 
Other Allied Units; British Leader 
Admits Situation Is ‘Pretty Grim’ 


By Tho Associated Press 
Five German mechanized divisions with 60,000 
men inside their armor, battered west across the 
northern French plains today in a drive toward the 
English channel, easing the threat of a smash at Paris. 
Their apparent objective is to drive a wedge be­ 
tween the French forces defending Paris and the 
Allied armies — British, Belgian and French — in 
Belgium. 
Whether this means the Nazis definitely have 
abandoned the idea of striking at Paris remains a 
matter of conjecture. 
Germany, meanwhile, today captured B t Quentin, 80 miles 
northeast of the French capital and reached the historic Somms 
battlefield of 1916. 
Although the German high command did not state defin­ 
itely its objectives, the German communique pointed out that! 
Nazi forces had struck westward— off the road to Paris— and 
has gained 20 to 30 miles on a line northward from St. Quentin 
between Peronne and Cambrai. 
Germans estimated that a successful drive to the coast 
might isolate 300.000 British soldiers on the Allies* northern 
flank. 
Allied Counter-Attacks Claimed Stopped 
They said Allied counter-attacks in the St. Quentin-Pe-f 
ronne-Cambrai salient—the Somme battlefield of 1916—and. 
near the Belgian border between Maubeuge and Valenciennes 
hid been beaten back. 
The high command declared the pounding German on­ 
slaughts are splitting the Allies— The British falling back to* 
ward the channel and the Belgians and French seeking a south* 
em outlet toward Valenciennes and Maubeuge. 
Capture of the inner fort system at Liege as well as all 
but one fort at Namur, was claimed by the high command. 
(A 
British military spokesman said the Belgians still are holding 
Liege and Namur.)

end th# Thirty Years’ war. 
Hitler already seems determined 
that if he forces 
England 
and 
France to their knees he will make 
their representatives come to Mtins- 
ter’s picturesque and ancient hall 
to sign on the dotted line. 
With the exception of moving 
motorized columns and the fact 
that we saw many men in uniforms, 
there was nothing indicating the 
mad holocaust only a relatively 
short distan-ce away. 
Germany Seems At Peace 
Germany seemed at peace and 
even the Polish prisoners working 
in the fields seemed like harbin­ 
gers of peace. 
Not so at night, however. 
Peo­ 
ple told us how night after night 
they must go to air raid protection 
cellars as a precautionary meas­ 
ure. 
They claimed that only a 
little damage has been done. 
We hardly reached our hotel on 
the German border before warning 
sirens resounded. 
It proved to be 
a false alarm, however. 
“Where is Hitler?" was one of 
the first questions we asked. 
Each officer or private asked 
that question would tell us he saw 
tho fuehrer some time or other 
in the last week.

Hitler 
is 
moving 
from one formation to another with 
the same dash which character­ 
izes all his actions.

COLUMBIANA HOLDUP 


Lester Corey Given 18-Year 


Term For Ban k Theft 


Lester L. Corey, 55, of Detroit, 
today was under sentence of 18 
years in Leavenworth penitentiary 
after 
pleading guilty in 
federal 
court at Cleveland to participation 
in the $8,385 holdup of the Citizens’ 
Savings bank of Columbiana Dec. 
31. 1937. 
One of Corey’s two accomplices 
is 
serving an Ohio penitentiary 
sentence and the other was killed 
in a brawl, court attaches said. 
Corey, also known as J. L. Flem­ 
ing, was arrested Feb. 27 in a De­ 
troit hotel by agents of the federal 
bureau of investigation. He had 
been living for some time at Hough­ 
ton lake, near Detroit, where he 
had a rifle, three pistols sod a 
large store of ammunition, accord­ 
ing to John S. Bugas, head of the 
Detroit FBI branch. 
Corey also was indicted for the 
Columbiana robbery by the April 
grand jury. Officials said he is 
wanted in Pennsylvania for “prob­ 
able participation in at least five” 
armed 
robberies.

cases were holdups of stat© liquor 
stores in New Castle, Freedom and
